Clean air policy 
offers promise 

As we begin to assess the federal government’s new 
Clean Air Regulatory Framework, the Canadian Lung 
Association has several stark facts squarely in view: 

• Six million Canadians - one in every five - cur¬ 
rently suffer from lung disease; 

• 2.6 million Canadians have asthma and the rate 
in children is four times higher than it was 20 years ago; 

• COPD - Chronic Obstructive Pulmonary 
Disease - is the fourth leading cause of death in Canada, 
and the only one still rising; 

• One Canadian dies every 20 minutes from lung 
disease; 

• Lung illness costs Canada more than $15 billion 
each year. This includes the direct costs to the health¬ 
care system as well as the estimated cost of lost work 
time and degraded productivity. 

The links between air pollution and respiratory illness 
are strong and well established scientifically. The 
increases in deaths and hospital visits related to respira¬ 
tory illness during urban smog events are just the tip of 
the iceberg. There is growing evidence as well that glob¬ 
al wanning will further erode lung health. Changes in 
temperature and precipitation due to climate change are 
predicted to increase air pollution levels, forest fires, 
mould growth and pollen levels, all of which exacerbate 
lung disease. 

When we consider any program or policy on clean air. 
The Lung Association’s bottom line is quite simple: will 
these actions produce absolute reductions in air pollu¬ 
tion and greenhouse gases? Only real reductions will 
improve the air we breathe and lower the current stag¬ 
gering burden of lung disease in Canada 

Front this pers|>ective the federal government’s new 
regulatory framework is cause for both encouragement 
and concern. 

On the air pollution side, the proposal to introduce reg¬ 
ulations that mandate hard caps and significant reduc¬ 
tions for major pollutants is an important, groundbreak¬ 
ing step forward. Also positive is the plan to regulate the 
contaminants affecting indoor air quality, such as radon, 
pollutants from cleaning products, and off-gassing from 
new carpets. Since Canadians spend 90% of their time 
indoors, it is critically important that we ensure that 
indoor environments are clean and healthy. 

On the climate change side, the government’s proposed 
reliance on intensity-based targets - reductions in emis¬ 
sions per unit of production - raises serious concerns. 
Intensity-based emissions in this country have gone 
down dramatically over the past 20 years, but total emis¬ 
sions have gone up as the economy has expanded. The 
government will need to demonstrate convincingly how 
its new approach will achieve the critical goal of absolute 
reductions in GHGs. A further concern is that the pro¬ 
posed compliance mechanisms under the regulations 
may be too generous in providing industry with alterna¬ 
tives to real reductions in emissions. 

Beyond those concerns there is the additional question 
about the government’s plans post-2020. The govern¬ 
ment has stated that its goal is to achieve a 60% to 70% 
reduction in greenhouse gases by 2050, but the strategy 
for actually getting there is not addressed in the 
announced plan. Canadians need - and deserve - a long¬ 
term solution to smog-choked air and rising rates of lung 
disease. 

The Lung Association stands ready to work with the gov¬ 
ernment, the opposition parties and other stakeholders on 
strong, long-term, strategies to reduce air pollution and on 
serious steps to reduce greenhouse gases. 

We urge all parties to work constructively towards real 
progress on air quality - the six million Canadians suffer¬ 
ing from lung disease simply cannot wait any longer. 

The government’s proposed Clean Air Regulatory 
Framework offers some promise - but much work 
remains to be done. 

Remember, when you can’t breathe nothing else matters.

don’t think there are any in our 
nest boxes. 

Juncos are with us and chick¬ 
adees are singing their summer 
song. 

My husband says it's because 
there are so few willows around 
that the magpies are trying to nest 
in unlikely places. A pair spent 
days trying to nest in our machine 
shed. First they couldn’t find a very 
good spot then Ralph pulled down 
the bit they had constructed and 
finally he shut the doors until they 
became discouraged. Another pair 
tried to build in a big spruce tree 
but couldn't get the nest to stay in 
place and now a pair are trying to 
build in our columnar cedar. 
Because the branches grow almost 
vertically there is no good place for 
a nest and we don't want them 
there anyway so they keep hauling 
sticks in at odd angles, most of 
which drop onto the flower bed, 
and we keep pulling loose any that 
don't fall out by themselves. It's an 
exercise in futility for everyone 
concerned and with the sticks pok¬ 
ing out of it, the poor cedar looks a 
bit like it's harboring a porcupine. 

My sister-in-law brought me a 
couple of daffodils this morning. 

We have bright yellow crocuses 
in the flower beds and lovely blue 
squills are beginning to blossom. 
There are fat red nubbins in the 
rhubarb patch and on these warm 
days they grow an inch a day. 
Dandelions are showing dark, 


rough-looking leaves that will 
become bright green in a few days, 
the trollius is popping up, the 
euphorbia is really growing and I 
can see life in the peonies, poppies 
and pulmonaria. I should be out 
there raking dead leaves off of the 
gout weed and the lily of the valley 
but 1 always leave it too long and 
the plants survive anyway. 

Maybe this is the year that I give 
up on the lupin patch. It was spec¬ 
tacular for several years but now 
it’s so full of dandelions and this¬ 
tles that I just can’t face it. Each 
weed would have to be dug individ¬ 
ually and there are a zillion dande¬ 
lions alone. Do we rototill it and 
start over or just ignore it and hope 
it goes away? 

I can see actual green and pink in 
the budding apple trees and 
catkins on the aspens. 

The cotoneaster has tiny greyish 
leaves that will shortly become 
lovely, shiny olive green. The 
Schubert chokecherries are almost 
leafed out. There are pussy willows 
standing in puddles of water, the 
creek is running, the dugouts are 
full, and someone told me they had 
heard a frog. There is green grass 
growing beside the road and on the 
sunny side of the house. The days 
are much longer, the sun is much 
warmer, greenhouses are opening 
and curling rinks closing. Even 
hockey will eventually come to an 
end. We have survived another win¬ 
ter.

Letter to the editor 

Give seniors fair consideration in 
daycare decision 



After reading last week’s article 
regarding the proposed day care at 
College Greens I was dismayed at some 
of the comments. 

College Greens properties have 
become well established as seniors’ 
housing. Certain conditions and under¬ 
standings were given to those who pur¬ 
chased their homes in a seniors’ devel¬ 
opment. 

First, I wonder what has happened to 
the aspect of “due process”. 

From reading the article it could be 
surmised that it is a foregone conclu¬ 
sion that the application has already 
been approved, even though the time 
period for appeal does not close until 
May 7. 

Whether the association and/or resi¬ 
dents will submit appeals is not yet 
known; however, from the comments it 
would appear to be a futile attempt. 

Second, at the information meeting 
regarding the proposed day care use, 2/3 
of the residents attending were not in 
favour according to the “straw vote”. 

This represents more than just a 
“small percentage of people”, and it 
does not represent only those units 
directly adjacent to the daycare’s out¬ 
side play area - which is of central con¬ 
cern, though there are other issues. 

College Greens is a community within 
a community and while one can’t take 
on the responsibility of all their neigh¬ 
bours’ concerns, there is a sense of con¬ 
cern beyond oneself that exists at 
College Greens. 

Third, it was disappointing to read 
that a couple of town councillors have 
made judgment before hearing the 
issues and concerns of residents who 
have objections. 

There are a number of very legitimate 
reasons for some of these objections - it 
is not because the seniors are against 
children or daycares; many of these sen¬ 
iors continue to provide child care to 
their grandchildren and are part of the 
support system for their working chil¬ 
dren. They love their grandchildren and 


great-grandchildren, but in limited doses 
- invited, not imposed. 

There are physiological changes that 
must be considered. These changes are 
not just because people are old or get 
grumpy or selfish. 

There are definable eeffects of aging 
which determine responses to things 
like: sleep patterns, stress, noise, dis¬ 
ruption, etc. 

And yes, there are exceptions to every 
rule; however, the vast rmyority of sen¬ 
iors experience a number of these 
effects - it is not a choice, it is a reality. 

I wonder how many aging people in 
the 70 to 90 plus range (which most of 
the College Greens residents are in) 
would welcome as neighbours a poten¬ 
tial circumstance that would have up to 
16 children at a time, over 5 hour peri¬ 
ods in a day, beside or behind them. 

Think about your older parents or 
grandparents - I am of the opinion most 
of them would react similarly if the qual¬ 
ity of their environment and full enjoy¬ 
ment of their property and home were at 
risk. 

Granted the weather in Alberta does¬ 
n’t always allow for outside play - our 
outdoor season is limited but for those 
seniors who want to enjoy their outdoor 
patio this might create even more limita¬ 
tions. 

As well, all the units’ bedrooms would 
back onto the proposed daycare’s play 
space - many seniors have severe sleep 
disruptions and daytime napping is one 
means they use to catch up on the 
missed ZZZZs at night. 

I would expect that the planning com¬ 
mission members, the town council, and 
the owners of the daycare give the 
College Greens residents who want to 
voice their objections fair consideration 
and judicial “due process” before any 
decisions are made or conclusions are 
assumed.

The town is reminding 
business owners to keep 
their paperwork in order in 
the wake of changes in 
Didsbury’s downtown. 

Businesses have been 
moving around without 
checking to see if they 
need permits, said Robert 
Wigg, Didsbury’s planning 
and development officer. 

“There can be develop¬ 
ment permit and building 
code consequences about 
some of the movements 
people would like to do, 
and we’d like to talk to peo¬ 
ple about that beforehand,” 
he said. 

“We want to make sure 
people have the appropri¬ 
ate permits for their busi¬ 
nesses so we’re not faced 
with a situation where we 
have to be negative down 
the road.”

‘spring fever’

Didsbury RCMP are dealing with a case of spring 
fever in the area. 

Sgt. Kevin O’Dwyer said RCMP have received 
more reports of erratic driving and joyriding since 
the spring weather has arrived. 

“We’ve had a lot of accidents at stop signs and 
intersections where people are just failing to stop,” 
he said, adding that these kind of violations aren’t as 
common in winter. 

O’Dwyer said a police chase that originated in 
Airdrie ended in Didsbury on Apr. 22 when the sus¬ 
pect abandoned the vehicle.

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Area mother fights for son’s life

Linda Pare lives in fear of the day her son’s life could 
he simply snatched away from him. 

Her son Trevor, 16, lives with a life-threatening, rare 
disease called Pompe. For the past few years he’s been 
receiving a free treatment to combat the effects of the 
disease, on compassionate grounds from the company 
that developed it. But Linda worries for the future of her 
son, as she knows that the free treatments will not last 
forever. And with a price tag of $500,000 a year, her fam¬ 
ily cannot afford it on their own. 

“There’s not a day that goes by that you don’t think 
about it. What if they pull the pin on us?” she says. 
“Trevor will die. If he doesn’t have the Myozyme, he will 
be gone.” 

Pompe disease is an often-fatal neuromuscular disor¬ 
der caused by a deficiency in an enzyme acid that is 
needed to break down glycogen, a stored form of sugar 
used for energy. The buildup of glycogen in the body 
causes progressive muscle weakness and affects body 
tissues such as the heart, skeletal muscles, liver, and 
nervous system. There are estimated to be less than 100 
Canadians with Pompe disease. 

Myozyme, developed by a company called Genzyme, 
replaces the missing enzyme, making it possible for 
patients to process glycogen. 

And since Trevor began taking the treatment in 2004, 
he’s seen a marked improvement. He describes his life 
before as “non-energetic and dull." He couldn’t hold his 
head up and simple actions like taking a car ride would 
make him fall asleep. Just before he started taking the 
medication, doctors gave Trevor only three to six 
months to live. 

“It’s given him his life back,” says Linda. 

Now, Trevor is able to go to school for full days, attend 
hockey games and hang out with his friends. His new¬ 
found freedom and energy even allowed him to do a 
work experience placement at R&R Inn and Suites in 
Innisfail. 

But Linda wonders how long this is going to last. The 
family just got word that Genzyme will be doubling 
Trevor’s dosage as part of a study. The hope is that he’ll 
be able to get out of his wheelchair. That means he’ll be 


date. 

But Linda says her son just doesn’t have that kind of 
time. The Common Drug Review process just doesn’t 
work for her, she says. It’s too slow for people with ter¬ 
minal illnesses that need treatment right away. 

“It drags its feet and it takes too long. We don’t have 
that time.” 

Trevor could walk up to four years ago and if he’d had 
the drug then he may not have ended up in a wheelchair, 
Linda says. 

“If they could’ve got him on it when he was diagnosed, 
he’d still be walking, he’d still be playing t-ball." 

Advancements in medicine have now created a simple 
blood test to tell if a baby has Pompe disease. If the child 
can go on Myozyme right away they would never need a 
wheelchair, Linda says. But the cost often prevents this. 

Since 1997 advocates have been trying to get Pompe 
rare disease status across the country. Health Canada 
finally approved the Myozyme treatment in 2006 for 
widespread use, but with that price tag, Linda says, “no 
one could afford it. What good is that?” 

So Linda, along with the Canadian Association of 
Pompe, has become a fierce campaigner for getting 
national coverage for Pompe treatment. Linda and 
Trevor recently met with Alberta’s Deputy Health 
Minister Paddy Meade to talk about the issue. 

“She was very receptive," Linda says. “She said ‘Trevor, 
what would you like to see out of this?’ He said national 
coverage and she said ‘me too.’” 

For Trevor, it’s not just about getting the drug paid for 
so he can continue using it. He wants to be able to help 
others. 

“So everyone can get a chance at life," he says. 

But while the meeting with Minister Meade was 
encouraging. Linda still finds it frustrating that the gov¬ 
ernment has such control over her son’s life. She says all 
it would take is two per cent of the entire federal health 
budget to cover treatments for everyone with a rare dis¬ 
ease. In the U.S., she adds, the government and many 
insurance companies have already been paying for par¬ 
tial or whole treatments. 

“That’s sad, because we think we’re always ahead of 
them.” 

For now, Linda and Trevor will have to wait until 
sometime in May for the drug review to make its recom-

on the drug for a least another year, Linda explains, but 
after that she doesn’t know. 

“It scares me," adds Trevor. 

Last week the federal Common Drug Review was sup¬ 
posed to nwet to make their recommendation on 
whether the government should pay for Myozyme. For 
the second time, that decision was deferred to a later 


mendation. Even then, there’s no guarantee that the 
Alberta government will choose to fund the treatment. 

In the end, Linda says, her family will do whatever it 
takes to help her son, even if she has to move to anoth¬ 
er province that will fund the treatment. 

“When it’s your life, your family, your son, you’re going 
to go to get what you need."

The result of the plebiscite with Western Canadian barley producers on marketing 
choice showed that over 60 percent of producers want choice on how to market 
their barley.
